for several weeks conducted a public 
exhibit here showing1 the methods hy 
which tuberculosis is sptead. has de- 
clared war on the public drinking cup. 
The League intends to see that the 
common 
drinking 
cup 
in 
parks, 


schools and railway trains' and stations 
is abolished. 
i 


Dr. H. H. Bishop, Jr.. secretary of 


the League, has been authorized by the i 
board of directors to place small vend- { 
ing machines of individual paper cups 
around in public places under the care 
of the League. The authorities declare 
that the public cup is one of the most 
frequent means of spreading tubercu- 
losis, diphtheria and a dozen other 
diseases. 


Last fall the Service Board in Day- 


ton abolished the drinking cups In 
parks. Dr. O. O. Probst, executive of- 
ficer of the state board of health, is 
carrying on a campaign throughout the 
state to the end of prohibiting the com- 
mon drinking cup by law as Michigan 
did on January 1st.
